riculum. The only absentee was 


Chas. Peasiey of Medicine Hat, prin- 
cipal of the n Street school, and 
vice-president of the Teachers’ Al- 
Hance. The committees was chosen 
representative of the various phages 
of life in the community with a pre- 
ponderance of persons not engaged 
in the teaching profession, in order 
to get the opinion of the parents and 
the people generally. Later ft is the 
intentton according to the notices sent 


out to these persons, to_have a pro- 
fessional committee which will work 
out the recommendations of this com- 


mittee along with their own profes- 
sional findings. 

It is understood that the minister 
of education asked the Alberta, Edu- 
cational society to recommend two 
representatives, which they did in the 
persons of Chas. Peasley of Medicine 
Hat, and H. J. Spicer, of Calgary. 
When it was found that the Teachers’ 
Alliance had not been asked to also 
send two delegates, word was sent 
to these delegates not to attend. One 
did and the other did not. 

Mr. Smith points out that it was 
with no intention of not recognising 
the Teachers’ Alliance, but that the 
Educational association is the body 
which includes all the teachers and 
which he believed should send the 
representatives to this meeting. He 
considered the Alliance as the organt!- 
gation which h@d to do more with the 
business enterprises of the teachers, 
and in fact had already arranged to 
have a committee from their organt- 
gation meet with a committee from 
the trustees on the contract question. 

The Alliance officials state that 
their organization, as belng strictly 
a teachers organization, should have 
had representation on the committee, 
that the Alberta Educational associa- 
tion, was not for teachers only, but 
for anyone interested In education and 
they say that when the Educational 
association found that the Alliance 
was not represented, they Instructed 
their delegates not to attend untess 
they could also be authorized as re- 
presenting the Teachers’ Alliance. At 
the present time, the matter fs undet 
negotiation and may be adjusted be 
fore the meeting is completed.

The Chauvin agricultural society held 
thely 4th annual geed and poultry fatr op 
Saturday, Feb, 26th. There was a good 
show of poultry, this being a new venture 
om the part ofthe society, especially the 
class for dressed poultry, which arousal 
some interest. In the grain clasa the ex- 
hibits were not so numerous as one would 
have expected considering the splendid 
crops that were the rule rather than the 
exception last fall. Perhaps the conditions 
of the trails had gomething to do with this 
The judge, Mr. J. Clark of Edmonton, ex- 
pressed himself as very favorably inpresa- 
ed with the samples shown, particularly 
in regard to the freedom from weed seed 
especially of the noxious variety. 

The show of potatoes wag very good the 
judge gave it as his opinion, that judging 
from the exhibitg the Chauvin district 
must be a fine one for “murphies.” 

After the judging Mr. Clark addressed 
a representative number of farmers on thé 
object of holding a seed fair. He explainal 
that the primary purpose of holding a seed 
fair was not to hand out a little money 
among neighbors but for the purpose of 
letting people know where good cle 
could be found, as an educative factor, and 
to impress upon the farmers by compari- 
son the value of using only the best kind 
f seed.
